U.S. Bombers 
Hammer at 
N. Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) — American 


ftghter*bornbers today 
made 


massive attacks on North Viet- 
namese positions around fire 
base Ripcord, abandoned Thurs- 
day by U. S. troops after three 
weeks of heavy losses. 


The U, S. Command said that 


by noon Air Force and Marine 
pilots had 
flown 
36 sorties 


against enemy positions around 
the base 13 miles east of the 
Laotian border. A sortie is one 
flight by one plane. 


Fifty miles to the northwest 


and only a mile below the de- 
militarized 
zone, U. S. B52 


bombers carrying 10 times the 
load of the fighter-bombers at- 
tacked North Vietnamese base 
camps and supply depots. 


South Vietnamese 
infantry- 


men sweeping five miles south- 
west of Ripcord found a North 
Vietnamese camp that had been 
smashed by a B52 raid Wednes- 
day, but the destruction had no 
apparent effect on the enemy 
pressure 
which 
forced 
the 


American withdrawal the next 
day. 


No new ground action was re- 


ported in the region although 
U.S. patrols were operating out 
of four other fire bases in the 
area. Ranging from four miles 
north of Ripcord to nine miles to 
the southeast, the bases form a 
semicircle north and northeast 
of the A Shau valley, and astride 
the routes used by the North 
Vietnamese 
to the 
populous 


coastal lowlands 25 miles to the 
east. 


The American command ap- 


parently will try to fill the gap 
left by the closing of Ripcord 
with increased bombing raids 
that have the advantage of hold- 
ing down U.S. casualties. 


In Cambodia, the Viet Cong 


and North Vietnamese stepped 
up harassment attacks in Prey 
Veng Province some 30 miles 
southeast of Phnom Penh, but Washington, cloudy 
elsewhere in the country little Winnipeg, cloudy 
fighting was reported.

Phnom Penh said Prey Veng, 
the provincial capital, was hit 
by mortars for three hours 
Thursday night but no casual- 
ties were reported.

Two Big Action Nits - 
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Arab Bombers 
Put on Trial 
by Greece

ATHEMf(AP) — Two terror- 


ists from Jordan went on trial in 
Athens today for murder amid 
Israeli demands that the Greek 
government repudiate its pledge 
to iclease them regardless of 
the outcome of the trial. 


One of the two Jordanians, a 


24-year-old tailor named Elias 
Berg Dergarabedian, waved his 
hand in the V sign at the court- 
room packed with 200 spectators 
and journalists. 


Dergarabedian and Mansour 


Seifeddin Murad Zugageh, 21, a 
dental student, are accused of 
throwing a hand grenade into 
the Athens ticket office of El Al, 
the Israeli airline, in November 
1969. A 2"2-year-old Greek boy 
died and 14 other persons were 
injured. The two Arabs 
are 


charged with murder, causing 
bodily injury, illegal use of ex- 
plosives, and causing damage to 
foreign property. 


If convicted they could get the 


death penalty, but the Greek 
government agreed on Wednes- 
day to release them and five 
other Arab guerrillas to satisfy 
the demands of Arab hijackers 
who threatened to blow up an 
Olympic Airways jetliner with 
61 persons aboard. 


The government said it would 


release the Arabs a month after 
the trial. The other five are 
serving prison terms for anti-Is- 
raeli attacks in Athens. 


One of the chief prosecution 


witnesses was the dead child's 
father, Christos Nastos, who 
rushed to the airport Wednes- 
day and pleaded with officials 
not to free the men accused of 
killing his son. 


Israeli Foreign Minister Abba 


Eban told his ambassador in 
Athens to enter a strong protest 
today against the agreement to 
release the terrorists. He said 
the Greek government should 
not feel itself bound by a pledge 
given under duress.

However, Egypt insisted that 


the resolutions call for restora- 
tion of what it described as the 
legitimate rights of Palestinians 
and 
for Israel's 
withdrawal 


from all territory occupied in 
1967, the Times said in a story 
from Cairo today.

eign Minister Mahmoud Riad in- 
dicated to U.S. Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers that 
Egyptian officials were pre- 
pared to go along with proce- 
dures outlined by Rogers in his 
peace initiative last month, the 
newspaper said.

of five upper plains states- 
North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Minnesota, Iowa and Nebraska. 


The Chief Executive, who has 


said he will consider no partisan 
undertakings in this election 
year—at least until October- 
meets with four Republican gov- 
ernors and one Democrat—host 
governor William L. Guy of 
North Dakota. 


In addition to Guy, the wel- 
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coming party lined up at Far- 
go's Hector Airport included 
three

members 
from 


Minnesota and South Dakota- 
all Republicans. 


The President and Mrs. Nix- 


on's visit to Salt Lake City in- 
cludes a meeting with the First 
Presidency of the Church of Je- 
sus Christ of Latter Day Saints 
and other church leaders in the 
administration building near the 
famed Mormon Tabernacle.

churchmen, 
however, 
Nixon 


was to be greeted at Salt I.ake 
City International Airport by 
Utah Republicans Sen. Wallace

Public motorcades were set

United States apparently has 
agreed to stabilize its air de- 
fense of South Korea while re- 
ducing American ground troops 
there this year, according to 
Pentagon officials.

sued after high-level talks in 
Honolulu. 


To dispel any doubts about the 


troop 
withdrawal, American 


diplomatic officials said in Seoul 
Thursday "there is no change" 
in the announced U.S. intention 
to move ahead with reduction of 
its forces in Korea this year. 


It is expected 
the United 


States will gradually withdraw 
about 20,000 of the 60,000 U.S. 
military men 
now based in 


South Korea.

and strengthen the South Ko- 
rean air defenses. 


There was no indication of an 


actual increase in the number of 
U.S. warplanes in Korea. 


All told, the United States has 


about 140 aircraft based in Ko- 
rea, more than 80 of them tacti- 
cal jet fighters. Virtually all of 
the fighters are F4 Phantoms, 
considered more than a match 
for most of North Korea's So- 
viet-made MIG jets. 


The United States has provid- 


ed a squadron of 18 F4D Phan- 
toms to Seoul within the past 
year. South Korea also has 
about 45 modern F5 "Freedom 
Fighters." But the bulk of South 
Korea's 250-plane air force is 
made up of 20-year-old aircraft.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAQ 


Bed Rest Is Important 
In Infection Control 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—My mother has vari- 


cose ulcers on her legs. What 
is the b e s t treatment for 
them? 


A—The first step is bed 


rest until any infection that 
may be present can be con- 
trolled. Covering the ulcers 
with gold leaf or using an 
ointment containing neomy- 
cin and an enzyme (Bio- 
zyme, a prescription item) 
are effective forms of treat- 
ment. If the ulcers involve 
the deeper skin layers a skin 
graft is usually necessary. 


Q—I have some open sores 


ori my legs. The only oint- 
ment that has helped me is 
one used in the hospital to 
heal bedsores. Do you know 
what it is? 


A—The two kinds of ulcer 


usually respond to the same 
treatment. You may have 
been treated with the Bio- 
zyme mentioned above or 
Gelfoam which is also a pre- 
scription item. 


Q—What causes old people 


to have blue veins on their 
hands? What can be done 
for them? 


A—All veins near the skin 


surface look blue. No treat- 
ment is necessary. 


Q—When I get up from 


lying down I am momentar- 
ily dizzy. Is this caused by 
too low a blood pressure? Is 
it p o s s i b l e to have a low 
blood pressure without being 
anemic? 


A—The dizziness is caused 


by a sudden drop in the 
blood pressure in your brain 
rather than a sustained low 
pressure. 
Getting up more 


slowly should eliminate the 
problem. Although the loss 
of a large amount of blood 
(secondary a n e m i a ) will 
cause a drop in blood pres- 
sure, low blood pressure is 
not a prominent feature of 
other forms of anemia. 


Q—In a recent column you 


said niactn will lower the 
blood cholesterol level. 1 am 
t a k i n g one 100-milligram 
niacin tablet per day. Is that 
enough? 


A—If your blood choles-

terol level is within normal 
limits, you do not need to 
take niacin unless your diet 
is deficient in vitamin B. For 
a high cholesterol level. 30 to 
60 times your present dosage 
for several months would be 
needed to bring it down. 


Q—-In a recent column you 


said too much iron could 
cause a disease. My husband 
and I are taking multivita- 
min pills with added iron. Is 
this harmful? 


A—The dally requirement 


for iron for a man is 20 milli- 
grams and for a woman 15 
milligrams. Most multivita- 
rnin tablets contain approx- 
imately this amount. Diey 
would be harmful only if 
there is already too much 
iron in your blood.

Academies 
Reach Slums

these things to show them how 
to learn mathematics because 
ihese items are part of their 
lives," says Martin.

(AP) - A 


strong and experienced Soviet 
track and field team held a 103- 
78 lead today over the United 
States going into the final round 
of competition.

Fare Hike 
Aids Planes

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's airlines may stand to 
make nearly $50 million a year 
more 
under 
their 
recently 


granted authority to round fares 
upward to the nearest dollar. 


Rounding off ticket prices was 


approved by the Civil Board Air 
system. The new prices, and an 
aircraft use tax increase from 5 
to 8 per cent, went into effect 
July 1. 


The airlines say the new tax 


rate will take a $10 million bite 
out of the additional revenue. 


On jet airliners that annual 


charge is $25 per plane, plus 3M> 
cents a pound. On piston-engine 
aircraft the fee is $25 a year, 
plus 2 cents a pound. 


The simplified fares went into 


effect for a two-month trial peri- 
od July 1, when the federal tax 
was raised. 


The CAB authorized sched 


uled airlines to raise existing 
fares 
by 
sufficient 
penny 


amounts to provide a new total, 
including tax, in even dollars. 


Most of the airlines have 


asked the CAB to continue the 
fare-adjustment authority indef- 
initely, beyond its Aug. 31 expi- 
ration date. 


The CAB asked the airlines to 


estimate the annual revenue in- 
crease and also to indicate their 
anticipated 
annual 
payments 


under the aircraft use tax. 


Not all the airlines submitted 


estimates of the tax, but those 
that did included United, $2.6 
million; Eastern, $1.5 million; 
American, $1.4 million; Delta, 
$930,000; Continental, $360,000; 
Braniff, $338,000; Frontier, $140,- 
000; North Central, 
$106,000;

The largest airline, United,

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Justice Department has author- 
ized civil suits against 10 com- 
panies 
whose 
names 
were 


turned in by the Interior De- 
partment for allegedly dumping 
mercury in lakes and rivers of 
seven states. 


The suits will be the first filed 


by the Justice Department un- 
der the little used 1899 Refuse 
Act, Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 
said. 


U.S. attorneys 
in 
districts 


where the alleged polluters are 
located have been authorized to 
file suits seeking injunctions 
against continued discharge of 
mercury and to require the 
companies to take steps to re- 
medy the effects of past pollu- 
tion. 


"Because mercury jxillution is 


a serious matter, civil injunc- 
tion proceedings are being au- 
thorized instead of the usual 
criminal action under the crimi- 
nal Hefuse Act, where the pen- 
alty is relatively light," said 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Shiro Kashiwa. 


Kashiwa is head of the depart- 


ment's land and natural re- 
sources division. 


The cases were submitted to 


the Justice Department Tues- 
day by Secretary of the Interior 
Walter J. Hickel. Published re- 
ports said the number submit- 
ted was 13, but the Justice De- 
partment said that number was 
inaccurate. 


Criminal penalties under the 


act provide for fines of up to 
$2,500 and jail sentences of up to 
one year fur individuals. Justice 
Department spokesmen contend 
injunctive action requiring pol- 
lutors lo stop does more to im- 
prove the environment than as- 
sessing the criminal penalties.

Evidence Seems to 
Show an Explosion 
Created the Universe

WASHINGTON (AP) - Navy 


astronomers reported today dis- 
covery of new evidence support- 
ing the "Big Bang" theory that 
the universe was created bil- 
lions of years ago by the explo- 
sion of a fireball. 


The evidence consists of X 


rays believed to come from an 
invisible galaxy some 76 mil- 
lion-trillion miles from the plan- 
et Earth, the team of Navy sci- 
entists said. 


The pattern and relatively low 


level intensity of the X rays sub- 
stantiate Big Bang theorists' be- 
liefs that space radiation has an 
extremely cold temperature. 


The temperature would have 


to be "cold" to confirm the Big 
Bang theory. Earlier measure- 
ments taken in the Milky Way 
galaxy by infra-red techniques 
have indicated space radiation 
is warm. 


The "Big Bang" theory has 


long been the more heavily-fa- 
vored of the two major concepts 
to explain the birth of the uni- 
verse. 


It holds that some 10 billion 


years ago all the matter for a 
potential 
universe was con- 


tained in a primordial fireball 
—a massive single "atom"— 
having a temperature of 10 bil- 
lion degrees. 


This super-fireball lasted only 


a second, then exploded with a 
"Big Bang"~to eventually form 
all the stars, galaxies and 
plants. 


The theory also holds that ra- 


diation from the initial blast 
still pervades the universe—so 
that ft least some of the radio- 
waves detectable on earth by 
radio-telescopes represent, 
in 


effect, the very whispers or 
echoes of creation itself. 


The rival theory to the "Big 


Bang" is the so-tailed "Steady 
State" concept—also known as 
"the theory of continuous crea- 
tion." 


It contends the universe has 


always been in a steady state, 
but that matter is continuously 
being fed into it—possibly just 
one atom at a time—and that 
this is what makes the universe 
expand, rather than any prime- 
val fireworks. 


The new evidence was ob- 


tained by an X-ray telescope 
carried 102 miles high by an 
Aerobee rocket launched from 
White Sands, 
N.M., missile 


range in April 1968. 


The telescope, in an up-and- 


down flight lasting only u few 
minutes, zeroed in on an optical- 
ly-invisible radio galaxy called 
"Centaurus-A"—the nearest of 
the 
powerful 
radio-emitting 


glaxies, the Navy said. 


The evidence dispels doubt re- 


cently cast on the "Big Bang" 
theory of the universe's crea- 
tion, the scientists said. 


The X rays are "truly a meas- 


urement of the space radiation 
as it exists out in the cold envi- 
ronment of outer space, where- 
as the infra-red observations 
constitute just a measurement 
of 
the background 
radiation 


within our own galaxy," the 
scientists said. 


Tate Murder 
Trial Opens 
Today

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 


curtain goes up today in the 
Sharon Tate murder trial with a 
young prosecutor ready to out- 
line the state's case against four 
hippie-type defendants. 


Deputy Dist. Atty. Vincent 


Bugliosi had promised that in 
his opening statement he would 
disclose the reason the beauti- 
ful, pregnant actress and six 
others were slain last August. 
"The motive is even more bi- 
zarre than the killings them- 
selves," he said. 


After Bugliosi the state was 


expected 
to begin calling a 


battalion of witnesses, aiming to 
prove 
that 
shaggy-haired, 


diminutive Charles Manson, 35, 
ordered his young followers on a 
murderous mission last August. 


The state will try to show that 


Manson held a strange domi- 
nance over members of his hip- 
pie-style "family," including the 
three comely women on trial 
with 
him—Susan 
Atkins, 21, 


I^eslie Van Houten, 20, and Pa- 
tricia Krenwinkel, 22. 


All are charged with murder- 


conspiracy. 


The prosecution is expected to 


bring forth members of Man- 
son's nomadic cult to tell of 
their communal life at 
the 


Spahn Ranch and later at a for- 
tress-like 
encampment 
near 


Death Valley. 


The state's ace is one star wit- 


ness—petite, sandy-haired Lin- 
da Kasabian. 


Mrs. Kasabian, 21, onetime 


member of Mansion's clan and 
mother of two babies, has re- 
portedly agreed to tell what she 
knows of the killings in return 
for immunity from prosecution.

Thursday, causing the worst 
disruption in the House of Com- 
mons since the bombings of 
World War II. 


James Anthony Roche, 26, si- 


lent in an orange sports shirt 
and a leather jacket, was or- 
dered at Bow Street Court to be 
held in jail for another court ap- 
pearance July 31. He was not 
asked to plead guilty or inno- 
cent. 


As Roche appeared in court, 


workmen replaced the burned 
green carpets in the mother of 
parliaments where two cannis- 
ters of CS tear and nausea gas 
set off minor fires and drove 
legislators reeling and weeping 
from the chamber.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon 
administration's Latin 


American policies have been 
damned by critics as the "poli- 
tics of neglect." Supporters 
praise U.S. relations as "politics 
of realism." 


But both sides agree on one 


thing--the 
administration's 


South-of-the-border 
diplomacy 


has not been practiced by the 
United States for some time. 


President Nixon's "low pro- 


tile" policies represent a stud- 
ied effort to make the United 
States less 
visible 
in 
Latin 


America. 


Economic assistance to Latin 


America has dipped to a 10-year 
low. Military aid has been cut 
by 75 per cent from 1966 levels. 
United States military missions 
in the region are being reduced 
to almost half the size they were 
two years ago. 


State 
Department 
declara- 


tions on Latin America, once a 
common occurrence, have been 
reduced to a trickle. Every ma 
jor region of the world has been 
visited by Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers except one- 
latin America. 


One Latin American diplomat 


described U.S. policy recently 
as "an attempt to make the Lat- 
ins forget that the United States 
is the paramount power of the 
Western hemisphere." 


Offenders of the Nixon policy 


note during the first 18 months 
ol UK' previous administration, 
former 
President Lyndon 
B 


Johnson used American troops 
to quell uprisings in both Pana- 
ma and the Dominican Repub- 
lic 


Under Nixon, the observers 


pointed out, Latin America is 
one area of the world which has 
been free of crises for the Unit- 
ed States. 


The Nixon policy is based on 


the belief that the Latin Ameri- 
can 
nations themselves—and 


not the United States—bear the 
responsibility for solving the 
problems that plague most of 
the region—underdevelopment, 
unemployment, 
urbanization, 


population, illiteracy and mal- 
nutrition, lo name a few. 


Administration officials 
be- 


lieve the United States created 
widespread disillusionment in 
Latin America during the 1960s 
by making promises on which it 
could not possibly deliver. 


But one U.S. ambassador, 


who asked not to be identified, 
said in a recent interview: 


"The (Nixon administration) 


policy is fine for the short run. 
But it shows little regard for the 
problem of the widening gap be- 
tween the rich and the poor na- 
tions Nixon's policy isn't doing 
very much to solve it." 


Other critics cite the report 


prepared for Nixon last year by 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York.

Race Riot

Shooting, 
firebombing 
and 


rock throwing erupted around 
three predominantly Negro fed- 
eral housing complexes in Peo- 
ria, 111., Thursday night after 
two women wert; evicted from 
one of the projects. 


In separate incidents, shotgun 


blasts from the street wounded 
three white patrons in two tav- 
erns near one, Of the projects..-„ 
Police blamed a youth gang. 
Two of the patrons were serf' 
ously injured. 


Police arrested more than 20 


adults and detained about a doz- 
en juveniles before dispersing 
the crowds early today. Mayor 
E. Michael O'Brien imposed a 
curfew on persons under 21 until 
further notice, and halted liquor 
and bulk gasoline sales. 


In Cairo, 111., whites and 


blacks exchanged gunfire late 
Thursday night but no injuries 
were reported. Police arrested 
one person but would disclose 
no details. 


And in New Brunswick, N.J., 


police said they fired a volley of 
shots over the heads of about IS 
black youths to disperse them 
during a night of rock throwing 
and firebombing 
in which 13 


persons were arrested. 


In Peoria, police reported sev- 


eral robberies occurred during 
the disturbance including one 
incident where a group of black 
youths took $300 from a cash 
register of a downtown hotel. 


Authorities said the trouble 


began when deputies evicted 
Dorothy 
Johnson and Sirita 


Hines from the Taft Homes on 
the North Side for failing to pay 
.damage assessments added to 
delinquent rent bills. 


The disturbance spread to the 


Warner Homes and Harrison 
Homes, both on the South Side. 
.Pollce^aid nix>»af those arrest* 
ed were charged with disorderly 
conduct, resisting arrest and as- 
sault. 


In Cairo, a police spokesman 


said the shooting started about 
10:30 p.m. And was concentrat- 
ed at the Negro Pyramid Courts 
housing project. Cause of the 
outbreak was not determined. 


In New Brunswick, windows 


were smashed in the downtown 
business area. Firemen 
at- 


tempting to douse a fire in a va- 
cant building in a predominant- 
ly Negro section were pelted 
with rocks. 


The police volley was fired 


when the youths ignored an or- 
der to disperse as they ad- 
vanced on a group of about 10 
policemen, officers said. Pistols 
and shotguns were fired over 
their heads and the crowd fled.
